In order 
to warn the public of the danger,the curtain was drawn up, eight 
wide doors were thrown open, and a great part of the audience 
escaped unhurt, the remainder might have done the same, but 
those.in the pit all crowded to a narrow passage, which was 
soogeblocked up; those who were thrown down were trodden 
underfoot, the roof fell in and covered the crowd with firebrands. 
Of above 400 persons who were in the booth, 121 males and 5 
females perished, in all 126, about 10 more are severely injured, 
but hopes are entertained of their recovery.
